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SLEDGE-DOGS. 





TEAR the North Pole the natives could 
not live without their dogs. A os 
r team consists of about twelve dogs, 
‘heir harness is composed of bearskin, and 
when tethered, itis by bear or seal skin 
traces fastened to spears plunged into the 
ice. 

The foremost sledve is furnished withan 
additional dog to act as leader, which re- 
ceives a careful training, foron him the 
safety of the whole party frequently de- 
pends, 

If reliable, no difficulty turns hitn aside, 
but he selects the track which presents the 
least danger. 

On dark nights, or when the wild waste 
is obscured by « tempest, an impenetrable 
nist, or «a blindiag snowstorm, and tbe 
sheltering powarna is scarcely discoverable 
by man, a good leader will be sure to find 
it, if he has ever crossed the plain before,or 
onee rested at tho habitation; while, if the 
hut be buried in snow, he will indicate the 
spot where his master inust dig. 

When successfully trained,be rarely runs 
astray on scenting game; and often excites 
the admiration of travelers by bis persistent 
efforts to keep the rest at their work, bark- 
ing and wheeling round at intervals, as if 
he had cone upon a new scent, in order to 
induce them to follow hin. 


If the leader swerves from duty, the 
driver not unfrequently tinds bimself 
powerless on such occasions to prevent 


them from rushing madly off in pursuit of 
prev. 

Atall tines, the task of driving these 
hall-tarned woltish dogs is one of considera- 
ble difficulty, requiriug both skill and de- 
tertinination, 

The sleighinan seats himself on one side 
of the sledge, with his feet on the runner, 
and must be ready to spring off ac any imo. 
tient when his safety nav be inmperilled, 
ar to dig his heels into the suow,it the flerce 
and unruly animals refuse to stop when 
they are required, 

A long staff, furnished with iron at one 
end and bells at the other,serves the double 
purpose of assisting hin to tmaintain bis 
precarious seat on the rocking sledge, and 
Aids bis voice in giving animation to the 
tea by the tritinnabalation of the bells, 
Viarinore formidable instrument i the 
driver’s whip. 

The lash measures twenty feet in length, 
or tour feetineore than the traces, and is 
made of raw. seul or walrus hide, tipped 
With aceracher ot hard sinew, 

Attached to alight stock only two and a 
hall feet long, no little practice is necessary 
to roll such a lash out to its full Jength, and 
when blownin all directions by an aretio 
gale, will tax the powers of the tmost ex- 
perienced hand. 

But sledge-dogs need no urging with the 
Whip when their instinet informs them that 
they are on titisate tee, 

They thee onwari« at the speed which 
alone can save, viet, us Was experienced re- 
peatedly by Dr. Hives, instead of keeping 
Lhe sledges together in acompact body, they 
diverge and sepirate, so as to distribute the 
weight over as larze an area as possible. 
When they beyin to tind themselves 
tinenaced by this linger, and the prospect 
ahead appears to Chieu: anusually threaten 
ing, ‘they treuible, lie down, and refuse to 
KO further.’
